T he excitem ent was running high in 
O akdale, aud it was deem ed best as a pre­ 
cautionary m easure to rem ove the prisoner 
im m ediately to the countv jail. Constable 
Jam es Sw atzell started out at a late hour, 
therefore, for this city. A t Patterson’s field 
he was overtaken and overpow ered by a 
crowd w hich took th e culprit out of the 
oilicer’s charge and hanged him to a oak 
tree in the field near the road. 
_ Deceased was a brother of the boy Mc­ 
C utchan who was convicted and sentenced 
to eight years’ im prisonm ent recentlv for 
the m urder of his step-brother.

A t l a n t a (Ga.), N ovem ber 27th.—A fter 1 
the most heated contest on record in the 
State of Georgia, A tlanta yesterdav voted 
against prohibition. 
The fight had" been a 
peculiarly bitter one. 
P’or over a m onth 
the citizens had been engaged in the con­ 
test. 
M eetings had been held alm ost every 
night, and local speakers and foreign states­ 
m en have stum ped the county. 
E arly in 
the cam paign th e Prohibitionists leased" the 
largest w arehouse in the city and fitted it 
up w ith a seating capacity tor 8,000 people. 
A lm ost nightly th at building had been 
filled, and such scenes of wild enthusiasm 
are rarely witnessed. 
A lm ost every m inis­ 
ter in th e city preached prohibition from 
bis pulpit. 
B oth sities had full cam paign 
funds and m anaged their respective courses 
for all they were w orth. 
T he negro vote was the bone of con­ 
tention and balance of power, each side 
m aking m ost strenuous efforts to get it. 
T he negroes were considerable divided on 
the subject, although a m ajority of them 
voted w ith th e anti-Prohibitionists. 
One feature of the contest was the active 
part taken by the wom en. 
T he result of 
their work was show n to-day by the ap­ 
pearance of m any wom en at th e polls, with 
blue badges. 
They served hot coffee and 
sandw iches a t every polling place, 
aud 
conducted prayer m eetings and singing. 
F ulton county, in w hich A tlanta is lo­ 
cated, voted two years ago on the sam e 
question for prohibition, by a m ajority of 
228. T he registration this tim e exceeds 
that of last year by 2,000 votes. 
T he p rin ­ 
cipal fight m ade on prohibition during the 
cam paign was th at it did not prohibit, and 
th at intoxicating drinks could be openly 
purchased in a num ber of places through­ 
out the city w hich paid a tax to th e Gov­ 
ernm ent for the sale of w hisky. Thousands 
of gallons had been sent in" each m onth 
from cities around A tlanta. 
T he Prohibitionists claim ed th at A tlanta 
has never had prohibition—that, w hile it 
was so voted years ago, th e licenses then 
existing did not expire u n til alm ost a year 
ago, and since th at tim e the dom estic w ine 
clause in the local option bill allowed 
m any places in the city by w hich the law 
could be evaded. 
T his 
was, however, 
rem edied by th e last Legislature, w hich 
put a license of $10,000 on all wine-room s 
after Jan u ary 1st. 
T he city has gone 
wet ” by probably 
a thousand m ajority, and great enthusiasm 
prevails on the streets. 
L a t e r.—T he official vote of the county 
puts the anti-Prohibition m ajority at 1,120 
out of a total vote of 9,500. T here are six­ 
teen precincts in the county, of w hich six 
are in this city. 
T he antis have carried 
every city precinct, and all bu t one of those 
in the county. 
The m ost intense excite­ 
m ent prevails and the liquor elem ent is 
jubilant.

THE MAEKET FBOPOSIIIOlf. 


The proposition to establish a m arket 
place on the north side of i street, above 
T hird street, ought to prevail. 
It is not 
true that the plan is to pay any one fanci­ 
ful prices, for the property is to lie con­ 
demned liv the power of eminent domain. 
The value the city deems proper will Ik* 
tendered, and if it is not accepted the 
m atter goes into the realm of proof before 
a Court, which may call a ju ry to advise 
it. 
The value of the property to lie taken, 
therefore, will depend upon proofs taken, 
each side making its showing. Under such 
procedure there can l>e n6 fanciful prices 
but simply honest values. 
The market place is needed greatly. All 
jirosjairous cities need room for the ex­ 
posure of produce, /ft the meeting of pro­ 
ducer and buyer, and such a place we do 
not now have. To take the land suggested 
will give an open art» where vegetables, 
fruit, ice, coal, wood, and hay can be 
brought, unloaded and readily delivered. 
It will afliird the needed room for properly 
handling and shipping fruit—a business of 
the highest 
i m j K i r t a n c e to (sacramento. 
For want of room the trade is now much 
hindred, and as time is the essence of its 
success, space needed should be provided 
that time may he saved. 
It will put a 
m arket right at the doors of the <iejK>t, 
whore incomers will view our products, 
anil it will thus aid the immigration work. 
But it will work the filling of the 
slough, and as a health projiosition that 
alone is worth twice or thrice the sum the 
improvement will cost the people. 
More 
over, it will break up Chinatown,and tobe 
quit of that nuisance is worth thrice the sum 
to be laid out. 
The Chinese herd together. 
They will live in quarters. 
To obliterate 
one h alf of the present Chinese quarter 
■unri remove its unsightliness is to decree 
the removal of the whole of Chinatown— 
th at will be inevitable. 
The improvement will bring into rate- 
paying a new property section by reason of 
enhanced values, and thus taxation will 
decline and the burdens of municipal gov­ 
ernment be lightened and more evenly 
distributed. 
It will aid and stimulate 
trade, and thus augment local prosperity. 
Originally the scheme was projected to 
condemn the north side of 1 street, from 
T hird to Fifth, with the single idea of 
getting rid of the intolerable nuisance 
maintained there, and it was then deemed 
full compensation for the outlay to accom­ 
plish that end. 
Now that it has been pro­ 
posed to fill the space and make the 
vacated tract a market place, the plan 
gains a new interest and augments in the 
force with which it presents itself. 
\\ c repeat, the ex|ienditurc of $.">0,000 
for such purposes by a city of 30,000 in­ 
habitants is a trille in the light of the 
positive benefits to accrue in the way of 
abolition of a nuisance, conservation of 
of public health, increased trade and what 
should have been stater! before, enlarged 
industries. 
The railway company will, it 
is settled, fill its hits as soon as the 1-street 
side of the work begins, and will sjK-edilv 
occupy the land with enlarged works, de­ 
pots and storehouses. Around this quarter 
will soon lie located other manufacturing 
industries, and within a comparatively 
brief time the m arket place and its sur­ 
roundings will he the busiest place in the 
city. 
. 
The more the scheme is discussed the 
more forcibly it presents itself. 
As it is a 
proposition to rid the city of a long and 
bitterly-complained of nuisance; 
to re­ 
move a health menace (and in case of the 
approach of an epidemic one that would 
practically condemn the whole city); to 
enhance tra d e ; to furnish new and en­ 
larged fields of labor; to advertise the 
city by exposure of our products to all 
arriving tourists; to add new values to tiie 
assessment-roll and thus diminish the tax 
rate; we cannot entertain any doubt about 
its adoption. 
The tax levy for it is light, and it is in 
the nature of an investment that will 
bring immediate return to every property- 
owner, and for the municipality it is a 
projiosition in the direetion cf jirogrcss to 
lay the tax, because it means real economy 
eoujiled with positive advancement. 


I t will lie remembered that the dis­ 
tillers of the country have promised us 
three several panics since 1870, in which 
it was said the whole nation would go to 
smash, unless they were relived of a tax 
laid by the Federal CJovernment ujion 
their product. 
Congress never yielded to 
their demands, though the I>emocracy 
gave them all aid, and the jianics never 
came off. 
Three years ago was the date 
of the last prophetic utterance forecasting 
ruin unless the whisky tax was lifted. W e 
are now told that the only reason the 
crush was averted, was the permission to 
ex[Hiri out of lioml and receive a draw­ 
back of duty. 
By reitnj»ortation they 
gain age upon the liquor, and meet a 
rising m arket. 
It seems never to have oc­ 
curred to the distillers that the jieojile 
have all along realized that the plaint 
about tke tax was sham, for they know 
that a mere shading on the jiriee of 
liquors, reimbursed for the tax, and dis­ 
tributed its burdens among the consumers- 
We are now ujion the eve of another 
prophecy of panic, for the United S tates 
Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue lias 
recommended th a t the liquor still oat on 
its export travels be cornered on its return 
and made amenable to such amendment of 
the laws as will secure return of the e r 
I*°rt drawback. 
In efleet, this would r. 
verse the action of the Trea*.urv p er­ 
m itting the drawback, and to that extent 
would not he keejiing faith. It is unlikely, 
therefore, that 
the Congress a)unit 
to 
Assemble will amend th e revised statutes 
as asked. 
The distillers have not strength 
enough to secure a repeal of the tax, but 
they will lie able to prevent the amend­ 
ment recommended, for they can make a 
fairly equitable claim. 
The Chicago 
IltralJ calls attention to the fact that the 
United States Attorney-General ruled, in 
1883, that a shipment out of the country, 
with intent to bring them back, was not 
such exportation as to entitle the shipper 
of goods to the drawback.

IV h e n Congress comes to the task of 
amending the Restriction Act, it will

T h e news comes by telegraph th at the 
President is disinclined to indorse the 
tyrannous procedure of tiie Pacific Rail­ 
way Commission of Inquiry, and jiroposes 
not to recognize its schemes of confiscation. 
T he President cannot see, probably, wherein 
the country would gain by any eripjiling 
of the transcontinental railroads. 
He be­ 
lieves, we are told, that an extension of 
time should Ik- given for the financial ad­ 
justm ent between the roads and the Fed­ 
eral Government. 
In the meanwhile will 
l«e brought forward the jilan for a tribunal 
to hear and rcjiort ujion the equitable 
claims of the roads. 
W hen these are 
fully set forth the country will recognize, 
as the more thoughtful already do, th at 
when the nation aided these roads the 
thought of- rejiayment with added interest 
did not enter into the estimate as any con­ 
siderable factor, and that the Government 
is really no loser if it foregoes its claims. 
In truth, the Government has been the 
greatest gainer, and in equity has no foot­ 
ing for complaint against the comjianies. 
The opening up of the country, the bring­ 
ing of new sections into market, the sub­ 
jection of an empire of territory to the reign 
of civilization, the transportation of mails, 
troops and supplies, the development of 
the Pacific coast—all these and many 
other considerations forbid that the Fed­ 
eral Government shall assume the attitude 
of antagonism to these roads, or do aught to 
obstruct their usefulness and the develoji- 
raent of the systems related to them, which 
are of such vital importance to the whole 
country. 


I t many now be taken for granted that 
Sacramento is to celebrate the completion 
of the California and Oregon Railroad. 
Arrangements have so far progressed that 
this is assured. 
All the jieople should 
give aid to the scheme. 
As the terminus 
of the road, Sacramento has the greatest 
jiossible interest in the matter. 
As a trade 
center, the city is related to the road as is 
no other. There appears to he a disjiosition 
abroad to ignore the intention of Sacra­ 
mento to observe the event with fitting 
ceremonial, but out of what motive it 
sjn ings, we are at a loss to even conjecture. 
Every city interested ought to make the 
event one for special observance, and any 
thought of jealousy should he scouted. 
San Francisco, Sacramento, Marysville and 
all the cities and towns related to the road 
can and ought to celebrate, and that, too, 
independently of each other, as well as in 
some manner jointly. 
If several thousand 
jieople of San Francisco come here at our 
invitation to join with us, there will lie 
left some hundreds of thousands of jieojile 
at home to hail the day joyfully. 
And if 
we send a trainload or two to the point of 
junction, we will have thousands rem ain­ 
ing to voice Sacramento’s enthusiasm at 
home. 


A n o t h e r hatch o f Chinese fem ale slaves 
has arrived in San Francisco harbor.

larger majority of them are “ guaranteed.’’ 
That is, they come with letters guaran­ 
teeing that though they have no return 
certificates, they can prove prior residence.

Placer, Yuba and Sutter counties, net their 
$200 to $500 per acre, the world, or, at least, 
the people at the East, do not know it. Is 
it not then plain that knowledge of our 
section is the main thing to push before the 
stiatjger? A short tim e since an Eastern 
man who stopped here said he wished to 
be made sure that we could raise oranges 
and lemons, or be made sure that we could 
not. He said that on the train on which he 
caiue here, there was a man who claimed 
to be acquainted with all of California, who 
said that never an orange had rijiened 
north of San Francisco. 
And though he 
aud others on the train had read our citrus 
papers, "giving a glowing account of our 
citrus fairs,” they were made to believe that 
those jiajiers were a tissue of falsebo.nl 
and fraud, and that Sacramento was as cold 
and snow-bound as New England for six 
months of the year. 
I took him in my 
buggy, and it required but five minutes to 
convince him ot the facts. 
We saw bana­ 
nas growing finely, oranges of golden hue, 
and a profusion of outdoor flowers that 
would equal any Eastern State in August. 
His story was that the champion of South­ 
ern California emphatically proclaimed 
that that section only raised the raisin, the 
olive, and orange, atid that all claims to the 
contrary were false. 
IIow it this impression to he overcome? 
The only way that I can suggest is to meet 
these agents on the trains from Omaha 
west. It is nonsense to m ake signs of a 
uniform h ig h t; it is nonsense to move the 
hay m arket to P street, for no Eastern man 
comes here to see the improvement. Doubt­ 
less every sound business man of our city 
thought, that of the one thousand per day 
that arc now arriving in I.os Angeles, one 
hundred would stoji off here. 
But they do 
not and they will not until the falsehood 
of the south is m et with such forceas to 
convince the excursionist. 
If anything is to be done this season it 
has to be done quickly. Some say we want 
the industrious worker—t: e man of a few 
thousand dollars that comes to stay. 
I say 
we want the cajiitalist who will put his 
money into our banks and look around for 
an investm ent and find it. 
Then his 
money passes to another and circulates 
here. 
North of Tehachipi we have room, 
soil, water and climate for at least ten 
thousand “ Pasadenas,” but jieojile do not 
know il. 
’There fias not been a hotel built 
in Central California to attract an excur­ 
sionist : there has not been a runner on 
the road to inform them of our glorious re­ 
gion. All the luscious fruit of the jiast 
season that has been shipped East has been 
credited to Southern California. 
I would suggest that we send a citrus ex­ 
hibit io Denver, Kansas City and Chicago ; 
send it soon, and send money to advertise 
it. Send good men to Omaha to work the 
passenger trains that are coining this way 
daily ; send pamphlets of information, and 
send a column advertisement to the Los An­ 
geles jiajiers, and keep it before the jieople 
there, that we have millions of acres of 
land in Central California that is the home 
of the orange, olive and raisin, as well as 
of every sum m er fruit, and that will yield 
a net income, when planted and in bearing, 
of a greater sum than the cost ot the land! 
Stop running down your neighbor's prop­ 
erty, and his methods, because he seems to 
have a chance to sell, when you would like 
to. Pull together and to the’ same purpose, 
and let that purpose be for success to all.

In sp e c tin g F ish L a d d e rs—A H a tc h e ry to 
b e B u ilt a t D o u n e r L a k e . 
The 
Fish Commissioners 
have been 
quite active during the jiast year in look­ 
ing after the piscatorial interests. The 
Truckee Republican of last week says: 
F'ish Commissioner T. J. Sherwood, of 
Marysville, was in town Thursday and 
Friday. He came up for the purjiose of 
inspecting the fish'ladders which 
have 
been recently constructed along the river 
and also to select a site for the erection of a 
State fish hatchery in this vicinity. Dur­ 
ing the- past, sum mer there have been six 
fish ladders j>ut in at the various dams in 
accordance with plans furnished by the 
F'ish Commission. In some instances these 
plans have been imj>roved ttjion, notably 
by tbe Truckee Lumber Company, and the 
lish way constructed here is probably the 
best in the Slate. The Pacific Lumber and 
Wood Company also have a tine one at 
Clinton, and the People’s Ice Company, at 
Camp 20. Richardson Brothers have'put 
in a good one at Martis Creek, and Mr. 
Moody had one put in at the dam at the 
factory below town. By using large rocks 
uiul making the descent of the water grad­ 
ual, a natural fish way was constructed at 
•he Tahoe Ice \V0rk3. 
Mr. Sherwood in­ 
spected these various improvements and 
expressed him self as being highly pleased 
with the work done, and said iliat it could 
not be excelled. F'sh will now find no 
obstructions in the Truckee river, and 
when the Nevada folks do their duty 
and jmt in 
fish ladders at Essex and 
Rene. the Pyramid trout can come up 
and spawn and not be troubled with saw­ 
dust. 
HATCHERY at dokner l a k e. 
Since the reorganization of the F'ish Com­ 
mission the members thereof have given 
their attention to the jirotection of the fish 
interests, and have been improving 011 the 
methods adopted by their jiredecessors. 
The State hatchery near Grass Valley was 
found to be inconveniently located. --No 
spawn could be procured there, there were 
no streams to stock in the vicinity, and it 
was off of the line of direct transjiortatlou. 
Therefore the hatchery has to lie aban­ 
doned. 
In hunting for a suitable locality 
to establish another one the Commission­ 
ers concluded that the best place was near 
Truckee. 
Here an abundance of sjiawn 
could be procured, buildings could be 
erected cheaply, the water was cold and 
pure, transportation was convenient, and 
there are numerous streams and lakes in 
the vicinity which should be restocked 
with trout. 
Yesterday Mr. Sherwood went to Donner 
lake and selected a site for the hatchery. It 
will be located at the head of the lake, or 
rather at the northwest corner, where a 
small stream comes down from the moun­ 
tains. Here will be bred the Donner lake 
trout, the Truckee trout, the mountain 
brook trout, and the rainbow trout, which 
are now to be found in this vicinity. 
It is 
also proposed to run a hatchery at "Webber 
lake if the owners of projierty there will 
erect a building. There will be bred the 
Webber lake trout, the gamiest trout in the 
world, and also some of the Independence 
lake trout, the finest table fish in the coun­ 
try. 
It is also likely that the Tahoe 
hatchery will be run, and the Tahoe trout 
will be bred there. This will give the Com­ 
mission the control of a couple million of 
spawn annually, which will be distributed 
over the S:ate. The result ot this will be 
great and lasting. The Commissioners are 
determined to do their duty in this matter 
and are devoting their best efforts. After 
many years of mismanagement the State 
Fish Commission will now be of some 
benefit to the jieople. 


R a ilro a d s in S o u th e rn C a lifo rn ia . 
The visit of Charles Crocker to Los A n­ 
geles conviueed that gentleman, says the 
San F'rancisco Call, that the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company had emjiloyed a much too 
conservative jiolicy with regard to railroad 
building 
there. 
H e 
was 
particularly 
struck by the splendid traffic which the 
California Central Railroad enjoyed from 
Los Angeles all the way to San Bernardino, 
and he determined that the Santa F'e peo­ 
ple should not have all the traffic of that 
fertile foothill couutry to themselves. 
A corps of surveyors have recently been 
put in the field and Messrs. H. H. Boyce, 
W. S. Moore and W. N. Monroe have been 
authorized by Mr. Crocker to obtain right 
of way from the town of Monrovia through 
the center of the Azusa valley to San 
Dimas. 
A line from San D im as,'w hich is 
at the bead of the Azusa valley, has been 
surveyed to Redlands, and the head of the 
San Bernardino valley. 
The new line, so 
far as the surveys indicate, will run Irom 
Ramona 
station on 
the 
Los Angeles 
division to Raymond Hotel, thence through 
the center of Pasadena, through Fair Daks, 
Huntington, Lamanda Park. Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia and Monrovia to Duarte. From 
tills point the road will cross the Sail 
Gabriel two miles below the Santa F'e 
bridge, thence running due east will strike 
Gladstone in the Azusa, and thence on to 
San Dimas. 
From the latter jioint to Red­ 
lands right of way has been secured. This, 
however, is only one of the Southern Pa­ 
cific's Southern California schemes. It is 
not jirobablc that the cotujiany will delay 
much longer the completion of'their line to 
San Diego, while there Is also u possibility 
that they will occujiy the Simi Pass anil 
San F'emando valley route with a corps of 
surveyors at a very early date. 
Several 
roails are also jirojected, radiating from 
Colton, by means 01 which the Santa F'e’a 
territory will be considerably encroached 
on.

I will first consider the statem ents of 
Jam es W . M arshall, relative to the date. 
P arenthetically I will rem ark th at Mr. H it- 
tell is m istaken in th e Overland article in 
the statem ent th at M arshall’s story had 
been w ritten by others. 
True, it is th at 
th e “ Life and A dventures of M arshall ” 
was w ritten by George Frederick I’srsons. 
form erly editor of th e R ecord-U nion, of 
this city, but I have copies of tw o accounts 
of the m atter w ritten by M arshall h im ­ 
self for the periodical press. 
In 1856 a 
num ber of interesting letters were pub­ 
lish id in the old San Francisco Chronicle 
on th e question w hether M arshall was 
really entitled to the credit of m aking the 
original discovery of the gold. 
On J a n ­ 
uary 28, 1856, M arshall wrote a letter, 
w hich was published in the Chronicle on 
February 9tb. in w hich he gave a detailed 
account of the discovery. 
Speaking of 
th e date, he said, " a n d tipon the 19th of 
th e sam e m onth of Jan u a ry (1848), I dis­ 
covered the gold.” 
In th e 
Novem ber, 
1S57, num ber 
of 
Hutchings' 
California Magazine appeared 
lengthy statem ents of S utter and of M ar­ 
shall of the circum stances attending the 
discovery. 
T herein M arshall said, “ and 
about half-past 7 o'clock on or about the 
19th of Jan u ary —I am not quite certain to 
a day, b ut it wa9 between the 18th and 20th 
of tiiat m onth—1818, * 
0 ~ 
I discov­ 
ered th e gold.” 
In the “ Life of M ar­ 
shall,” 
w ritten 
by 
Mr. 
Parsons, 
and 
published 
in 
1870, 
at page 
81, 
the 
d atéis fixed w ithout qualification as the 
19th day of Jan u ary 1848. 
E arly in J a n ­ 
uary, 1SS2, I reported M arshall’s evidence 
given in th e Gold R un case and he swore 
th at th e discovery was m ade on January 
19th. 
M arshall attended the celebration bv 
the N ativeSons in Sacram ento in Septem ber 
1884, and issued autograph cards, on which 
he had printed after liis w ritten signature, 
“ the discoverer of gold in C alifornia.Januaiy 
19, 1848.” 
T he adm ission in the 1S57 arti­ 
cle th at he is ” not quite certain to a day,” 
would indicate w hat was undoubtedly the 
fact,that M arshall relied entirely on m em ory 
1 1 establish the date,and therefore a m em ­ 
orandum m ade contem poraneous would 
be alm ost conclusive evidence as opposed 
to the uncertainty of a m an ’s recollection. 
Mr. Bigler wrote a letter to the San F ra n ­ 
cisco Bulletin, w hich was published in the 
daily edition of th at paper of Jan u ary 2, 
1871, and there h eg av ea detailed account of 
the gold discovery, giving full credit to M ar­ 
shall, b ut he did not give the date save by 
inference. 
H e said ; 
“ Som e three or four 
days after this (the discovery of the gold), 
M arshall w ent dow n to Sutter's fort to see 
about grub and to have the m ineral tested ; 
he was gone four days. 
W hen he returned 
and was asked w hat he m ade out o f the 
m etal, his reply wa3, ‘ Oh, boys, by God, it 
is the pure stuff. 
I and the old Captain 
locked ourselves up and were h alf a day 
trying it, and the outsiders wondered w hat 
in hell was up. and surm ised th at I found 
a quicksilver m ine,but we let them sw eat,’ ” 
and be described in detail the account M ar­ 
shall had given of the experim ent that had 
been m ade at the fort to test the specim ens 
Bigler then w ro te: 
“ H e then said Sutter 
would be up in a few days to look and ex­ 
am ine th e race. 
In a few evenings after­ 
wards M arshall cam e into our shanty and 
told us th at Sutter had come,” etc. 
The narrative of Mrs. W im m er, who was 
at the saw m ill cooking for th e men at the 
tim e of the discovery, published in the 
San Francisco Bulletin of D ecem ber 19, 
1874. is quite elaborate. 
She says : “ They 
had been w orking th e on m ill-race, dam , and 
m ill, about six m ouths, w hen one m orning 
along the last days of December, or the 
first week of January, 1847-8, the discovery 
was m ade.” 
She further stated th at Sutter 
cam e up w ith M arshall. In a statem ent fur­ 
nished evidently by W im m er and published 
in 1856, the tim e is fixed as “early in Feb­ 
ruary, the exact day is not rem em bered.” 
Sam uel B rannan. in an article published 
in the Calistoga Tribune on A pril 11, 1872, 
fixes th e date as the 19th. 
G eneral S utter kept a diary also, and I 
will quote so m uch of it as' refers to the 
discovery, following his spelling and punc­ 
tuation iiterally. 
H e w rote: 
Auguri 28,1847—M arshall moved, w ith P. Wis- 
Etrm ber about haif^a dozen. 
M atty a ,a n - 
cent piece was given by passers-by. and the 
T urks w ill probably have a feast on the 
strength of th e coin gathered.

F a stest T rack-L aying. 
C. P. Huntington, Vice President of the 
Southern Pacific Company, has addressed a 
letter to the Railway Age relative to the 
greatest amount of track laying ever done 
in one day on the line of the Central Pacific 
road. The letter was call out by a dis­ 
cussion among some railway contractors as 
to the most rapid track-laying that had 
ever been done in a single day. 
Some 
seemed to think that the laying of S.l miles 
of track in one day on the Ht. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis and Manitoba road was the greatest 
feat on record. 
In his letter Mr. Huntington says : “As 
1 remember, when the end of the Central 
Pacific track was nearing Promontory, 
when the Union Pacific was making pro­ 
digious exertions to stretch out its line to 
that point, the Central Pacific construction 
forces roused themselves and laid ten miles 
and a few hundred feet in one working day, 
without resorting to artificial light, as ap­ 
pears to have been done in the case of the 
Manitoba road. It is proper to say that on 
account of the deficiency of motive power 
and the nature of the country traversed, it 
was necessary to haul a portion of the rails 
and ties out in advance; but when you re­ 
flect that the whole of the supplies and fuel 
had to be brought from the western 
terminus, 
nearly 
700 
miles 
distant' 
across high mountains and sterile desert», 
that not a wheel could be borrowed from 
other roads, and even the subsistence of 
men and horses couid not be had in the 
territory itself, 1 think you will agree that 
still remains the most colossal day’s work 
in railroad building ever accomplished on 
this continent. 
Not only the time when, 
but the circumstances under which it was 
performed, entitle it to favorable compari­ 
son with anything that may have heen 
done, up to this time, since.’’ 
Charles Crocker had charge 
of the 
piece of 
work that 
Mr. 
Huntington 
speaks about, and some time ago sign-posts 
were put up to mark off this particular sec­ 
tion of the roa 1. It is said that Mr. Crocker 
never tires of talking 0 x1 this subject. 


As E x o d u s f r o m M a i n e t o C a l i f o r n i a . 
—In the decade between 1870 and 1880, 
say? the Hangor correspondent of the New 
York Sun, the population of this city and, 
in fact, all the surrounding country, was 
reduced to an alarming extent by the rush 
of emigration to the West—.Minneapolis 
and Chicago in particular—and business re­ 
ceived a severe cheek. Everybody seemed 
to think that all he had to do to get rich 
right away was to go West, and the rusli 
was something remarkable. People sold 
out homesteads, where they had lived the 
best part ot their lifetime, for a song, and 
got out in hot haste. Some of them, who 
bad money to start 0 1 1, got along in the 
West very well, hut the majority—well 
they are back here trying to re-establish 
themselves. Just now there is another 
emigration, and this time it is to California, 
and the exodus to California is nearly equal 
to the former rush to Illinois and Minne­ 
sota. Every day merchants, professional 
men and tradesmen are disposing of their 
effects here and leaving for the Pacific 
s ope, confident of doing twice as well there 
as they can here.
